The speaker 
vainly tried to moltify the angry 
member by promising to inquire into 
any grievance, but Jones persistently 
continued the altercation, to the evi- 
dent embarrassment of his fellow 
members, who tried to induce him | 
to resume his seat, which they | 
eventually succeeded in doing and 
the incident ended. 

There were other trifling disturb- 
ances of the proceedings owing to 
the Laborites ignoring the proper 
order in presenting themselves to 
the speaker to take oath During 
the Jones incident another Laborite 
began to whistle “The Red Flag” 
but was brought to order by a
